pretended Ordinances of one or both Houſes of Parliament. 


HEREAS diverſe Orders or pretended Ordinances have been contrived in the game of one or both Houſes of 

[ Parliament, for raxing Our Subjects and Jeayying Monyes to ſupport the Rebellion; All which andall other waics 
1 of impoſing upon our People, to whatſoever intcar or purpoſe, without Our Royallaſſent', are cleerly unlawfull, 
Si and unwarrantable, and ſo by ſeverall Proclamations and otherwiſe have been declared by Vs, And We doe hereby 
q declare the lame unto all Our good Subjects; and in particular by Our Proclamationot the eight of March laſt, We 
did forbid ( amongſt otherthings) the Aſlefiing,ColleRing, and paying the weekly Taxe impoſed upon Our Sub. 
jcRs, and their Eſtates by one of the ſaid pretended Orders or Ordinances, ( which in three Months exceedeth the 
S|| Summe of the great Sublidic of 4000001} Andneverthelefle Weare given to underſtand the ſame is forceably 
> [1 Ievycd, and by Colour thercotdiverſc ot Ourgood Subjects impriſoned, and diſtrained, and great Violence, Spoyle, 
|} Rapine, and Plundring commicted upon them,-and their Eftates,in diverſe Counties and Places of this Our King. 
—— dom; And thatby another pretended Ordinance, the whole eſtates reall and perſonall of diverſe ot Our Subjes, 
moſtot them not named, but deſcribed, and diſtinguiſhed by marks of Loyalty, are ordainedtobe Seized and Sequeſtred for maintaining & 
Warre againſt Vs, and their Tenants diſcharged of their Rents, and prorected again forfeirures, penalties, and dammage, with other clau fs, 
importing power to diſſolve Contracts, and make and marre Lawes at Pleaſure, which We are informed isalſo endeavoured robe executed; And 
all which ( whatſoever is pretended ) doc tend apparantly ro the Deſtruſtion of Vs, and Our Poſterity, ( whole lives have been attempred to 
be taken away,} the ſubverſion of the Eſtavliſhed Proteſtant Religion, the Lawes ot the Land, and Liberties and Propertycs of Our Subjeds, 
and theutter Ruine of Our whole Kingdoms, We doe therefore ftriftlycharge and Command all Our loving SubjeRts whatſoever,nor to ſub- 
mittothe ſaid pretended Orders and Ordinances, or any of chem, or to the weekly Taxes impoledas aforeſaid, Or to any ſuch Sciſures or Se- 
queſtratioss as aforcſaid , nor to preſume to beafſfiſtane thereunto, by Allefling, Taxing , Levying by diſtreſſe, or otherwiſe, or ColleRing a- 
ny ſuch weekly Taxes,or making any luch Sciluces or Sequeſtrations, or by information or produceing books of Accompt, or Renralls, orby 
any other waics or meanes giving any intelligence of any {uch Eſtates reall or perſonall, or values thereof, But totheir urmoſt Power to refiſt 
all ſuch ARs of injuſtice, and Violence. And We doe hereby command the Tenants and D-brors of all Our Subjets, whole Eſtates are inten- 
dedto beſo ſeiſed, and ſequeſtred, To piy their Rears and D:bts totheir Lanilords and Creditors, notwitſtanding ſuch ſ{ciſure or {equeſtract- 
oh. And We doc further prohibir all perſons, as well Aliens as Denizens, Tharchey preſume nor to intermeddle in the buying , receiving or 
diſpoſing the Goods or Carrell of any of Our Subj<3,that (ball be ſezſed,ſequeſtred ,diſtrained,or rakegfromthem by prerence of the ſaid Or- 
Jers, or Ordihances for ſuch weckly Taxes, or ſuch ſcilures or ſequeſtrations as aforeſaid, or otherwiſe plandred.. Al; which doth tend eo the 
4id, and affiftance of a Warre againſt Vs, which by the known Lawes of the land are Ats of high Treaſon ; And We doe declare,and publiſh, 
Thattro adhereto Our cnemics giving them aid and Comal high Treaſon nominally declared by the Statute of the 25 ;ot Edward the third, 
and that Weintend dhe order for ſeizing che Eſtates of ſuch as ſhall Rebelliouſl difobey Vs herein, to theincent they may remaine in ſafe 
Cuſtgdy, uncill rhe Offenders can be broughr ro Legall Tryall, which ſhall ſpeedily proceed as they ſhall be apprehended, and dclivercd into 
'the hands of Tuſtice; And Wedoe hereby will add Command, the Tenants and Debtorsof thoſe, who ſhall execute, or be aſſiſting unto, or 
Pall enhatngny ſubmit unts the ſaid Orders or Ordinances for the aid weekly Taxes, or ſuch ſeizures, or {cqueſtrations as atorefaid, That they 
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r to pay their Rents, or D-brs,bue derain rhe ſame rowardsthe maintenance of the Peace of the Counties, and Reparation of 
ve ſuffered by the violence ot che Army in Rebellion againſt Vs: Such courſe being already raken againſt ſuch as have according to their 


_ + ianceaffifted Vs;and as We-have declared, That whoſoever ſhould looſe his lite in this Our defence, the Wardſhip of his Heirc ſhould be 
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; wm by Vs, without Rentor Fine, ſo on the ocher (ade, we doe pnbliſh, and declare, That whoſoever ſhall execute or be affiſting to, or vo- 
corp fone ſubmir unto the ſaid Orders, or Ordinances ſhall receiveio benefir by Our. InſtruRiens of Grace, But VVe will be fully anſwe- 
red tothe utmoſt which ſhall be dueto Vs by Law, and diſpoſe of ſuch Wardſhips as ſhallſeem beſt ro Vs. Willing and commanding all 
Sheriffes, Majors, Bailiffes;Tuſtices of Peace, Conftables, and other Our Officers, and loving Subxts whatſoever, upen their Alleagiance, 
and the ſevercſt paines that by the Law may be inflited uponthery, not only to obey and obſcrve carefully theſe Our Commznds, bur to be 
aiding and affiftingtotheurtmoſt oftheir power, to all ſuch Perſons asſhall require their Aſſiſtance or Protection in this behalfe, and to reſiſt and 
repel >z force of Armes, all ſuch as ſhall oppole this Our Legall Command. And Our Will and Command is, That this Our Proclamation be 
rcadinall Churches and Chappells in this Our Kingdom.
